Text of tlie Deed of Gift.
The deed Itself recites, in substance, as

Follows:
That Andrew Carnegie deems It his duty and

nlgbest privilege to aaminister the wealth which,
has come to him as a trustee In behalf of others,
and entertaining the belief that the best means
of discharging that tiust Is by expending the op-
portunities for study and research In our country,
lie transfers to the trustees named ten millions
of registered S per cent bonds of the United
States Steel Corporation.

This gift Is to be held ln trust, tho Income
from the bonds or from other securities that mav
be substituted for them to be applied to paying
the expenses of the trustees, who are to receive
the bonds and collect the Interest, and may sell
the same and Invest the proceeds according to
the laws of .New Tork. Pennsylvania and Mas-
sachusetts, and who are not made responsible for
the safety of the bonds or their depreciation.

Thev may appoint officer. Itxlng their salaries,
and provide tor the financial business of the
trust. The income is to be expended to found ln
Washington an institution to with
those now and hereafter established, and In the
broadest and most l.bersl ma ner encourage In-

vestigation, research and dt'eavery. show the
amplication Of knowIdge to the improvement of
mankind, provide eoch building, laboratories,
books and apparatus as may t e needed anl tfford
Instruction of an advanced character to students
properly qualified to prcfit theiebj.

Unexpended income msy be kept In a reserve
fund to defray the cost of buildings. By a two-thir-

vote the trustees may modify thes condi-
tions ln accordance with the original jiurpose.
which Is "to secure. If possible, fur the use of
America, leadership ln tho domain of discovery
and the utilization of new forces for the benefit
cf man."

After accepting the deed of gift, the trus-
tees proceeded to adopt by-la- and then
elected the following officers: Chairman of
the Board of Trustees. Abram Hewitt: vice
chairman. Doctor J. S. Billings: secretary.
Charles D. Walcott.

Doctor Daniel C. Gilman. late of Johns
Hopkins University, was elected president
of the Carnegie Institution. The board
ithen adjourned to meet morning.

SEBVIA'S RULERS

DENY SLANDERS.

King Alexander and Queen Draga
Appear to Be Devoted to

One Another.

NO THOUGHT OF ABDICATING.

"Rumors Are Totally Fantastic'
Says Sovereign His Spouse

Weeps Over "Endless
Campaign of Lies."

Paris, Jan. 29 (Copyright, 1P02. by the

New York Herald Company.) King Alex-

ander and Queen Draga of Servia. received
the Herald-Rtpubli- c correspondent in the
palace at Belgrade to-d- and both vigor-

ously denied the rumors so persistently
spread in the Viennese press to the effect
that his Majesty was desirous of abdicating.

"Wllsch Obrenovitch," said King Alex-
ander, "was fond of using Servian proverbs.
There are three things a man should never
abandon his wife, power and a good horse.
I heartily indorse tho proverb.

"You may declare on my behalf that all
rumors concerning my abdication or that
thero exists any agitation in my country
In reference to a successor to the throne
are absolutely false, and can only come
from systematic enemies of my dynasty or
from people whose brains are deranged.

Spoke Tenderly of Qnecn Ilrnfrn.
"Such rumors are totally fantastic. Just

as probable as would be a report that I ate
human flesh or that the people in the
streets of Belgrade had wings."

His Majesty Indignantly protested against
the malevolent and Indecent campaign con-

ducted against hlra in which the Queen's
name and personality had been used in a
revolting manner.

He remarked, airily, that there was noth-
ing extravagant in the belief that a man
of his ace might still be the father of nn
heir to the throne. He referred to the un-
ion to the Queen with devoted tenderness.

King Alexander wound up the interview
by declaring:

"Should my throne be menaced I will de-
fend it. sword in hand, at the head of my
faithful army, acting In a manner befit-
ting the grandson of the creator of New
Servia."

Queen Overcome Iiy Cmotlon.
After leaving the King, your correspond-

ent was received by Queen Draga, of whom
he gives a sympathetic picture.

Her Majesty's declaration was more per-
sonal and emotional. She raid:

"All reports which speak HI of our rela-
tions are abominable calumnies.

"1 could not wish anything better to my
dearest friends than that they should enjoy
thorough happiness In their married lives
as we do. The King is an affectionat?
King. There Is no cloud between ur.'

Her Majesty could with difficulty restrain
her tears when she spoke of the
campaign of slander that has been car-
ried on since her marriage and of which
she has been a victim.

"When the King married me," she said.
"I expected opposition. My hucccss my en-
tire happiness was bound to make me ene-
mies. I know the world. I knew that there
would be thorns about that crown and 1
was prepared.

"But what I do not comprehend Is the
endless continuation of this campaign of
lies that this persecution should be kept
up so long. It is too bad!"

Judge Day said in part:
"Wihiam McKinley. boy and man. was

a tjpo of the best lossioillties of Ameri-
can life. He was devoted to hi country
and Its institutions. He did not concur in
th7 Napoleonic theory that a man in power
rhould undertake to shape- - events to hii
own selfish purpose. He1 belie'ved that the
sober sense-- of the people of a repubic was
thj ultimate appeal of tho statesman. To
every question of public policy he gave the
most earnest and careful thought, and
sought to guide the public sentiment in the
channels which he considered to be the
best for the general good. His career was
a teady growth from his entrance Into
public life to his last speech at Buffalo,
which comes to us with the force of the
last woids of wisdom and the tender beau-tifc- x

of a benediction.
"To promote the restoration of cordial

feelings between the sections of our coun-
try which had been in deadly difference
was a purpose close to his heart. When he
lay upon his bed of suffering no messages'
could exceed ln sympathy and love those
whicii came from the Southland. Had thero
been room to receive them his funeral cor-
tege would have numbered thousands who
had borne arms against the Union.

"He lies in the love of his countrymen.
His character will grow brighter with the
year?. The nobleness of his life, the sub-
lime heroism of his death, shall never
iierlsh from the memorv of men. He will
live in the beneficence- - of his example at
every hearth, where succeeding generations
shall recount the strength and beauty ot
his character and tell again the story of his
life."

COVERXOK Cl.MMINS'S TRIBUTE.
Des Moines, Jan. 9. Governor A. C. Cum-

mins delivered an aduress to the joint ses-
sion of the Legislture to-d- at 3 o'clock on
"William McKinley," in honor of the anni-
versary or the birth of the late President.

The formal obcervanee of the day con-
sisted of the address of the Governor, pre-
ceded by several selections of mulc and
an Invocation by the chaplain of the Sen-
ate.

capital its return, "more about the possibil-
ities of our magn.ncent future, than any
other man In America."

and spent the day at the Waldorf-Astori- a.

"We are booked to leave In the morning,"
he said "on board the Columbia
of the Hamburg-America- n line, for tho
Mediterranean. Our immediate destination
is Cairo, but from there we shall shape our
course into the wilds of the continent to
look for big game. It is possible that a
start will be made from Algiers. We will
go to the end of the existing railroads, and
then, accompanied by guides, join a cara-
van of Arabs and huntsmen. I have been
over a portion of the ground before, but on
this trip I want to get from 500 to SCO miles
further inland than I traveled previously."

Mr. McMillan Is an experienced hunts-
man, having spent considerable time In re-
cent years in the Ozark Mountains. He
hopes now to encounter tho lion tin the
desert and to share in the excitement of
the tiger hunting in the jungles.

Mr. McMillan nnd Mr. Chase left St.
Louis ten days ago for New York, pre-
paratory to their sailing for Cairo to-d-

on the Columbia. It is their intention to
visit points of Interest ln Egypt and the
Holy Land.

Thev will le accompanied abroad by
Mr?. McMillan. Mrs. Case Is In New' York
with the party, but she will not sail with
the others.

The relaUves of the young men here
know nothing about their plans for a hunt-
ing expedition Into Africa, but ir such H
their plans Mrs. McMillan will probably
await their return at some convenient
point, while the young men are enjoying
their outing.

Both young men are known to be very
fond of adventure, and the trip Into the
African jungles would afford them the kind
of sport that they most like.
